In a business point of view the cheapest thing 
for the taxpayers is to farnish the money to com- 
plete the work at the earliest. possible moment, 
for the interest on the additional amount required 
would be more than paid by the net earnings for 
the first six months after the road is opened to 
business, and ‘/the-net earnitgs of the first year 
would donbtless cover about one half of the total 
interest charge. 

Important as this matter of interest is, it is 
overshadowed by the more important one of build- 
ing up the trade of the city, We need every avenue 
of commanication which we can secure with the 
country south of us to take our marufactures to 
consumers, and to bring us raw materials, This 
line of road opens up a new country, and the 
quicker we secure it the sooner will we get the 
benefit of direct transportation to a country which 
we bave heretofore reached only by roundabout 
means, and throngh transportation lines hostile 
to the interests of this-city, The matters of de- 
tail we do not propose to discuss ; the great point 
is that the road must be finished, and that with- 
out delay ; it must-be done by the city or she will 
losé the money she has already spent init. There 
is no backing ont now without disgrace, if not dis- 
henor,—Cin, Price Current.
